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PREFACE. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  West  Riding 

Education  Committee. 

With  the  continued  need  for  economy,  I  have  again 
limited  the  scope  of  the  Report  to  the  publishing  of  condensed 
summaries  of  work  done  to  preserve  the  continuity  of  the  records. 
The  medical,  dental,  and  clerical  staffs  still  remain  depleted, 
but  fortunately  the  Nursing  Service  has  been  fairly  well  main¬ 
tained  throughout  the  whole  year. 

A  perusal  of  the  Report  reveals  one  outstanding  feature, 
namely,  that  a  large  amount  of  good  work  has  been  accomplished  by 
the  remnant  of  the  staff,  whose  zeal  and  energy  in  these  abnormal 
times  are  greatly  to  be  commended.  Without  their  continued 
application  to  duty,  it  would  not  have  been  possible  to  sustain 
all  the  schemes  of  treatment  which  go  to  make  medical  inspection 
such  a  success,  and  which  aim  at  national  welfare  and  better¬ 
ment. 

I  desire  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  the  School  Medical 
Inspectors  and  School  Dentist  for  these  special  efforts,  and  my 
thanks  are  also  due  to  Dr.  Brewer,  who  is  acting  in  my  absence, 
and  to  the  clerical  staff  for  their  help  in  preparing  reports  and 
“  carrying  on  ”  the  administrative  side  of  the  work. 

I  also  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Nurses,  Members 
of  District  Education  Sub-Committees  and  Care -of -Children 
Committees,  Divisional  Clerks,  and  Teachers,  for  their  valuable 
assistance  in  our  endeavours  to  keep  the  work  going.

PART  I. 

Extent  of  Area,  Number  of  Schools,  etc.  The  West  Riding 
Elementary  Education  Area  consists  of  1,612,642  acres,  and  in¬ 
cludes  874  public  elementary  schools  or  1,252  departments,  and 
in  November,  1916,  there  were  197,156  scholars  on  the  roll. 

For  educational  purposes  this  area  is  mapped  out  into  118 
districts,  in  each  of  which  there  is  a  District  Sub-Committee, 
and  these  again  are  grouped  into  27  Divisions,  in  each  of  which  a 
Divisional  Clerk  is  the  executive  officer  of  the  Education  Authority.

PART  II. 

General  Statement  as  to  the  extent  and  scope  of  the  work  carried 

out  during  the  year. 

In  view  of  the  very  depleted  medical  staff,  the  Board  of 
Education  agreed  that  some  temporary  curtailment  of  work  was 
inevitable.  The  Board  rightly  regard  the  promotion  of  the  health 
and  physical  welfare  of  the  children  as  a  matter  of  special  concern 
in  these  abnormal  times,  and  consequently  have  stipulated  what 
are  to  be  considered  as  their  minimum  requirements  in  connection 
with  medical  inspection  and  treatment,  namely  : — 

(1 )  The  medical  inspection  of  children  of  all  ages  who  appear 
to  be  ailing. 

(2)  The  continuance  of  any  treatment  already  undertaken 

by  the  Authority. 

During  the  previous  year,  it  was  found  possible  to 
include  certain  routine  age -groups  in  the  inspections,  but  the 
further  depletion  of  the  staff  early  this  year  gave  no  alternative 
but  to  cut  down  the  work  to  the  above-named  minimum  require¬ 
ments.  Fortunately,  the  School  Nursing  Service  has  been  fairly 
well  maintained  during  the  whole  year,  so  that  the  small  out -lying 
Schools  which  may  not  have  been  visited  by  the  School  Medical 
Inspectors  have  had  a  certain  amount  of  supervision.  Special 
attention,  has,  however,  been  paid  to  the  large  Urban  Schools,  all 
of  which  have  been  visited  by  the  medical  staff  at  least  once 
during  the  year  under  review. 

The  following  table  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  purely  medical 
inspection  work  which  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  : —

Every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  continue  the  schemes  of 
treatment  which  had  been  previously  established,  and  Part  III. 
of  this  report  gives  under  separate  headings  a  condensed  account 
of  the  work  accomplished  by  the  Medical,  Dental,  and  Nursing 
staffs. 


PART  III. 

TREATMENT  OF  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 


As  stated  in  Part  II.  of  this  Report,  special  attention  has 
this  year  been  devoted  to  the  remedial  side  of  the  work,  so  that 
the  rnling  of  the  Board  of  Education  as  regards  the  continuing 
of  all  schemes  of  treatment  already  established  might  be  complied 
with.  Every  scheme  has  been  kept  alive,  though  naturally  it 
has  not  been  possible  to  accomplish  as  much  treatment  as  in  former 
years.  The  ameliorative  measures  employed  in  the  West  Riding 
are  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Provision  of  head  covers  and  ointment  for  ringworm 

cases — free  in  all  cases. 

(2)  Refraction  of  eye  defects,  and  the  provision  of  spectacles 

at  a  cheap  rate,  or  free  in  certain  cases. 

(3)  Dental  treatment  by  whole -time  Officers — free  in  all 

cases. 

(4)  Conveyance  of  children  to  and  from  hospitals  for  the 

treatment  of  adenoids,  tonsils,  and  ear  defects. 

(5)  Provision  of  appliances  such  as  special  boots,  knee  and 

hip  splints  and  crutches. 

(6)  Treatment  of  minor  ailments  by  Medical  Inspectors  and 

Nurses  at  School  Clinics  and  homes. 

Treatment  of  Ringworm.  The  scheme  for  Ringworm  treatment 
was  continued  in  1916,  and  consists  of  permitting  affected  children 
to  attend  school  if  the  disease  is  treated  and  the  diseased  parts 
kept  covered.  With  this  object  the  Central  Department  issues 
caps  and  ointment  free  to  all  children  suffering  from  ringworm 
whose  parents  accept  the  offer.  During  the  year  the  scheme 
was  working  in  489  schools,  with  the  results  shown  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  table

Eye  Clinics.  Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  this  important 
remedial  branch  of  the  work  by  Drs.  Brewer,  Coupland,  Jones  and 
Kirk,  and  Dr.  Teare,  School  Oculist,  the  latter  taking  up  Military 
duty  in  February.  In  addition,  the  Board  of  Education  sanctioned 
as  a  temporary  War  measure,  an  arrangement  with  Dr.  R.  Malcolm, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Thurnscoe,  for  refracting  and 
prescribing  spectacles  for  30  cases,  and  the  Board  have  since  been 
approached  for  authority  to  utilise  Dr.  Malcolm’s  services  in  con¬ 
nection  with  a  further  batch  of  cases  of  defective  vision  which 
have  been  discovered  in  his  district.  Altogether,  61  eye  clini ; 
were  held,  at  which  970  prescriptions  were  issued.

The  Committee’s  arrangement  with  a  firm  of  opticians  for 
the  supply  of  spectacles  at  cheap  rates  (2s.  to  3s.  3d.,  an  increase 
of  lOd.  and  Is.  respectively  oyer  the  previous  year’s  figures)  has 
again  assisted  parents  in  providing  their  children  with  suitable 
spectacles.  During  the  year,  211  prescriptions  obtained  from 
cal  medical  practitioners  and  hospitals  were  dealt  with  in  the 
sual  way. 

In  certain  necessitous  cases,  spectacles  were  supplied  out 
of  the  County  Fund,  and  railway  fares  to  and  from  treatment 
centres  have  also  been  paid. 

Dental  Clinics.  In  the  absence  of  two  of  the  School  Dentists 
on  Military  service  this  work  has  devolved  upon  Mr.  G.  M.  Raeburn 
and  his  Nurse,  who  have  conducted  Clinics  in  the  following  District 
Sub-Committee’s  areas  : — Barnoldswick,  Bingley,  Earby,  Glusburn, 
Sedbergh,  Settle,  Silsden,  Skipton,  Worth  Valley.  One  outstand¬ 
ing  feature  of  the  year’s  work  was  the  excellent  response  made 
by  the  parents  in  certain  of  the  rural  areas  to  the  offers  of  treat¬ 
ment  .

County  Fund  for  necessitous  Cases.  That  this  Fund  is  a  valu¬ 
able  asset  to  the  medical  inspection  scheme  is  being  proved  year  by 
year,  and  without  it  many  cases  might  still  be  away  from  school 
untreated.  One  case  might  be  quoted  as  an  illustration  of 
the  many  benefits  which  are  derived  from  this  Fund.  A  child  was 
found  by  the  School  Medical  Inspector  to  be  suffering  from  cataract 
of  the  eyes,  she  was  almost  blind  and  unable  to  find  her  way  about 
alone.  She  was  taken  a  considerable  distance  to  the  nearest 
Infirmary  by  the  School  Nurse  on  four  occasions,  kept  as  an  inmate 
for  several  weeks  each  time,  and  operated  upon.  She  was  sub¬ 
sequently  discharged  wearing  spectacles,  with  which  she  can  now 
see  quite  well.  The  travelling  fares  and  other  expenses  of  the 
Nurse  and  child  were  all  defrayed  out  of  the  County  Fund.  During 
the  year  the  sum  of  £40  8s.  Od.  was  paid  under  the  scheme  (full 
particulars  of  which  appeared  in  the  Report  for  1914)  to  District 
Sub-Committees  and  Care -of -Children  Committees  for  distri¬ 
bution.  The  money  was  expended  in  the  payment  of  railway 
fares  to  and  from  treatment  centres,  and  the  provision  of  spectacles 
special  boots,  hip  and  knee  splints,  and  crutches. 

School  Clinics.  The  permanent  Clinics  which  were  started  at 
Goole  and  Bingley  in  1915,  have  been  fully  maintained  throughout 
the  year,  Dr.  Brewer  having  devoted  1  Relays  per  week  to  the  treat 
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me  lit  of  cases  at  those  Centres.  At  Goole,  this  treatment  has  been 
followed  up  and  supervised  by  the  daily  attendance  of  the  Nurse, 
who  by  her  enthusiasm  and  interest  has  accomplished  good  work, 
with  the  result  that  there  has  been  a  very  considerable  saving  to 
the  Committee  from  the  school  attendance  point  of  view.  Satis¬ 
factory  results  have  also  been  obtained,  at  the  Bingley  Clinic,  where 
the  Nurse  attends  only  two  half-days  weekly.  These  two  experi¬ 
ments  will  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  Committee  when  the  question 
of  providing  further  Clinics  comes  up  for  consideration.

PART  IV. 

SCHOOL  NURSING  SERVICE. 

As  shown  on  page  2,  there  are  now  44  whole -time  and  47 
part-time  Nurses,  and  a  summary  of  the  work  done  in  each  district 
is  given  in  the  Appendix  on  page  10. 

School  Visits.  This  year  11,373  visits  were  made  to  schools, 
the  total  number  of  children  seen  being  339,907. 

Home  Visits.  The  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  was 
51,818,  and  columns  5  and  6  of  the  Appendix  (see  page  10) indicate 
the  kind  of  cases  which  were  followed  up.  The  following  table 
shows  the  nature  of  cases  visited  at  homes  and  the  results  obtained, 
as  set  out  in  the  records  received  from  the  Nurses  during  1916  : —

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Treatment  of  school  children  is  undertaken  at  homes  by 
the  School  Nurses,  who  also  show  parents  by  actual  demonstrations 
how  to  carry  out  the  medical  practitioners’  instructions.  Two 
Nurses  have  carried  on  the  work  at  the  permanent  Clinics  at  Goole 
and  Bingley,  while  others  have  been  engaged  at  different  times 
at  the  eye  clinics  which  it  was  found  necessary  to  establish ,  see 
pages  3  and  4. 

In  many  localities  the  work  of  the  Nurses  in  raising  the  stan¬ 
dard  of  cleanliness  amongst  the  scholars  has  been  greatly  im¬ 
peded  during  the  year,  owing  to  the  absence  of  mothers  on  Munition 
work.  Persistent  neglect  of  the  children  has  been  the  result 
in  a  large  number  of  homes,  until  the  Nurses  are  almost  at  a  loss 
how  to  secure  the  care  and  attention  which  child -life  needs  con¬ 
stantly.  The  whole  problem  is  full  of  difficulties,  for  on  the  one 
hand  there  are  the  Nation’s  needs  to  be  met,  and  on  the  other  the 
inculcating  of  good  habits  as  regards  cleanliness  at  an  early  age 
should  not  be  neglected.  Fortunately,  some  of  these  parents  have 
responded  to  the  Nurses’  advice  by  finding  time  to  look  after  the 
children  at  the  end  of  each  day’s  work,  but  others  are  proving 
obstinate  in  the  matter. 

The  continued  close  supervision  of  the  schools  by  the  Nurses 
has  undoubtedly  brought  about  a  great  improvement  in  the 
general  condition  of  the  scholars,  and  one  report  received  from 
a  certain  area  immediately  after  the  summer  vacation  is  worthy 
of  mention,  namely  : — 

“  Every  girl  was  examined  after  the  holidays  for  general 
“condition  as  regards  health,  cleanliness  and  clothing,  and 
“very  few  cases  of  neglect  w'ere  found.  When  the  Nursing 
“  Service  was  inaugurated  in  this  locality  practically  every 
“  girl  had  a  dirty  head,  and  now  75  per  cent,  have  clean  heads, 
“  and  each  girl  attends  school  with  her  hair  either  in  two  plaits 
“or  tied  back.  Of  course  this  could  not  have  been  ac¬ 
complished  without  the  willing  co-operation  of  the 
“  Teachers.” 

CARE-OF-CHILDREN  COMMITTEES. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  appointment  of  the  School  Nurses 
would  not  diminish  the  interest  of  the  voluntary  workers,  and  that 
the  Care-of-Children  Committees  would  realise  that  the  Nursing 
Service  was  established  to  supplement,  and  not  to  replace,  their 
efforts  in  securing  the  amelioration  of  defects  in  school  children. 
Unfortunately,  •  however,  several  of  these  Committees  have  now 
practically  ceased  to  exist,  leaving  the  whole  of  the  work  to  the 
School  Nurses,  who,  they  contend,  are  better  able  to  deal  with  the 
cases.  On  the  other  hand,  some  of  the  Committees  are  still 
rendering  valuable  help  by  co-operating  with  the  Nurses  and 
assisting  in  visiting  and  helping  in  necessitous  and  protracted 
cases.

Infectious  Disease.  Special  visits  were  made  by  the  Central 
Staff,  accompanied  by  the  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  to 
several  schools  where  epidemics  of  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever, 
scabies,  etc.,  were  reported.  The  following  table  records  the  work

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Bursarships  and  Pupil  Teacherships.  The  School  Medical  Offi¬ 
cer  inspected  344  medical  certificates,  and  made  special  examina¬ 
tions  of  23  of  the  candidates.  193  certificates  were  passed  as 
satisfactory,  146  were  approved  on  the  understanding  that  certain 
physical  conditions  would  receive  immediate  attention,  2  were 
deferred  for  re-examination,  and  3  were  considered  unsuitable. 

Bingley  Training  College.  The  usual  certificates  from  76 
candidates,  who  had  applied  for  admission  to  the  College,  were 
scrutinised  by  the  School  Medical  Officer.  57  were  passed  as 
satisfactory,  and  19  were  regarded  as  satisfactory  subject  to 
certain  physical  conditions  receiving  early  attention.  Nine 
visits  were  made  to  the  College,  when  118  students  were  inspected, 
98  being  second -year  students  who  were  examined  in  accordance 
with  Section  6  (3)  of  the  Elementary  School  Teachers’  Super¬ 
annuation  Rules. 


PART  VI. 

WEST  RIDING  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  16  Girls’  Schools  and  11  Boys’  Schools  which  came  under 
the  County  Council’s  scheme  were  inspected  during  the  year  by 
the  School  Medical  Inspectors,  who  examined  1037  entrants,  mostly 
children  aged  11,  12,  13  and  14.  Particulars  of  the  conditions 
recorded  are  given  in  the  table  on  the  next  page,  and  show  that  669, 
or  64-51  per  cent.,  were  found  to  be  defective  in  one  or  more  respects. 
Eighty  special  cases  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  School 
Medical  Inspectors  for  examination  and  advice.  In  addition  44 
entrants  who  were  advised  upon  at  previous  inspections  were  re¬ 
examined  and  are  now  reported  as  cured  or  under  treatment. 

In  accordance  with  the  Committee’s  instructions,  Reports 
showing  in  detail  the  results  obtained  at  each  inspection  are  now 
sent  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  the  Clerks  to  the  Governors 
of  all  the  Schools.
